SCORES 71 IN 
FIRST ROUND 


Golf “King” Followed by

Mr. King added 
that sometimes the man who had 
gone back on former beliefs and prin- 
ciples became the most strenuous ad- 
vocate of the new principles which 
he embraced. “Dr. Manion was for 
many years a Liberal,” said Mr. King, 
but, he added, that since Dr. Manion 
had become a Conservative, he seemed 
to think it necessary to outdo his as- 
sociates in the Conservative party, 

“You will hear from him plenty of 
declamation and probably a good deal 
in the line of personal abuse of me,” 
Mr. King said, and he advised his 
hearers to weight Dr. Manion’s words 
and consider the extent to which he 
discussed the great issue of the cam- 
paign. 

Not Piffle Campaign 


Mr. King asked his audience not. to | 


let small local matters obscure the 
great issues of the campaign. ‘he 
first great issue was the record of the 
government. “The government of 
Canada is a great business,” he said. 
“If the government record was a good 
one, the electors should consider very 
Gravely whether to displace it with a 
new and untried administration. If 
the record was a bad one, then, said 
Mr. King, “by all means exercise your 
right to make a change in July.” 

He proceeded with the second issue 
the budget, mentioning the recent 
changes made in the United States 
tariff. “We have felt that we would 
like to give them a little of their own 
treatment,” Mr. King said, but the 
government had gone further. 
decided that, undter the circumstan- 
ces, Canada should buy from the 
Mother Country many of thase things 
which formerly had come from the 
United States. This was the effect of 
changes in the British preference, and 
the beneficial effect of the move was 
Well illustrated, Mr. King said, in the 
reduction on tea. 

In a comparatively short time after 
the tariff on tea was reduced, the 
price of tea in Canada went down 
from 10 to 15 cents a pound. 

Imperial Meet 

The third great issue, Canada’s re- 
presentation at the Imperial confer- 
ence, was next dealt with by the 
Prime Minister. He told his audience 
that all countries were making a spe- 
cial effort to sell their grain in Eng- 
land. The Argentine Republic, for 
instance, had been trying to get into 
the British market. This was where 
the British preference came in. 

“The Conservatives are complaining 
that we haye stolen thelr clothes,” 
Mr. King asserted. “That we have 
adopted their policies.” If that was 
the case, then the Conservatives 

should be supporting him. But it was 
not the case, The British preference 
was a Liberal policy, and the Conser- 
vatives had never extended preference 
to the Mother Country. 

“T would like Dr. Manion or anyone 
else to tell you when the Conserva- 
tives have ever given a preference to 
Great Britain,” Mr. King remarked. 

Canada must export the commo- 
dities which she produced, said Mr. 
King. In order to sell, she must 
buy. It was desirable and import- 
ant that she should trade with the 

Mother Country. This was where 
representations at the Imperial con- 
ference came in, 

“You have got to ask yourself if, 
in view of the ridicule that Dr.

GOING ON THE LAND 


Homestead entries in this district 
for the last month totalled 739, while 26 
soldier grants were issued. The filings 
during May were only 132 fewer than in 
June. Most of the entrants, it is said, 
were new-comers. That they made a 
wise choice, instead of staying in the 
cities hunting for jobs, is beyond doubt. 
If more of those who came to the coun- 
try during recent years had taken the 
same course they would be better off 
than they now are, the labor market in 
the towns would not be glutted, and Ed- 
monton would know little of unemploy- 
ment. 


IN A CLASS BY HIMSELF 


Premier MacDonald thinks Mr. Bald- 
win is great at making promises. That 
is only because he has not heard Mr. 
Bennett in action. If he once enjoyed 
that privilege he would appreciate the 
reserve of the leader of the British Con- 
servatives. Mr. Baldwin at least is de- 
liberate, and makes his promises in ex- 
plicit language, as though he expected 
to be held accountable for them. No 
man carrying a handicap of that kind 
can compete with the Canadian leader 
of the party. When Mr. Bennett is real- 
ly going free on the platform he can 
distribute more wordy favors in a min- 
ute than any other man in the political 
life of this or the old lands—and leave 
more people wondering just what it was 
that he said he intended to do. 


j THE CROPS 


The excellent growing weather of the 
last two weeks has worked a change in 
the crop situation and outlook in this 
part of the west that can only be appre- 
ciated by those who have themselves 
seen the transformation. In districts 
close to the city the improvement is re- 
markable, while reports show that 
throughout central Alberta generally 
there has been a betterment exceeding 
all hopes and expectations. 


Making due allowance for sections 
where the cutworm got in its deadly 
work, where wind blew the seed and 
young grain out of the ground during 
the dry season, and where hail has 
struck, the crop conditions generally are 
now decidedly favorable. With a con- 
tinuance of the splendid weather con- 
ditions, the promise at present is a har- 
vest that will rank as “good,” rather 
than “fair,” which a fortnight ago seem- 
ed the best that could be predicted.

faces the Canadian people today is to 
find somebody somewhere who will ac- 
cept that particular raw material and 
pay a reasonable price for it. 

Applying this principle along the line, 
we should have to shut down the lum- 
ber mills in British Columbia unless they 
carry the manufacturing process to the 
limit; stop the development of the Flin 
Flon copper deposit; slow down the nic- 
kel mines in Ontario and the asbestos 
mines in Quebec; put an end to the ex- 
port of wood pulp to the United States; 
forbid the export of wool, hides and 
furs; stop the shipment of beef animals, 
hogs, sheep and live poultry to foreign 
markets; and put the ban on the ex- 
port of scores of other raw and semi- 
manufactured products. 

If Canada did that, of course other 
countries would respond in kind. The 
United States would promptly put the 
ban on the shipment of raw materials to 
the Dominion. And it so happens that 
every year since the war Canada has im- 
ported more raw materials from the 
United States than it has exported to 
that country, and is importing them in 
a steadily increasing ratio. If this im- 
portation were stopped, the Quebec cot- 
ton mills would have to close, and in- 
numerable other industrial establish- 
ments which depend in whole or in 
part upon imported materials would 
go out of business. 

Not a very hopeful looking program 
that for building up Canadian indus- 
tries, making work plentiful in Canada, 
and solving the unemployment problem. 
Nor, upon any grounds, a very attrac- 
tive looking substitute for the policy of 
exchanging raw materials under which 
Canadians now export more manufac- 
tured products per head than any other 
people on earth.

nounced the Ten Commandments— 
new ways the moral implications of 
which it is not always easy for a 
man to recognize. 

The minister must be an expert 
in the moral meanings of modern 
life. 

Whatever else he may or may 
not be, he must be a sound guide 
to spiritual values. 

And spiritual values do not operate 
in a vacuum. 

They appear or fai] to appear in 
the process and practices by which 
men live and make their living, 
rear their fam‘lies, run their busi- 
nesses, and rule their nations. 

The religion of Jesus must func- 
tion today in a world that is rad- 
jeally different from the world in 
which Jesus prosecuted His brief 
minist 

It is ‘the business of the church, 
as I see it, to show men what the 
religion of Jesus means in terms of 
life in Modern America rather than 
in terms of life in ancient Palestine. 

It is hard to do this necessary 
job without seeming to dip into 
politics. 

I shall have a further word on 
this subject tomorrow.

But all that is but one chapter in 
a tale that it would take a small 
volume to tell, Al this is abnormal, 
extremely so, and there are so many 
other abnormal phenomena in this 
case that it would puzzle any mind 
doctor to trace them all to their 
source and decide just what kind of 
mental abnormality is responsible 
for this elaborate series of dreads 
and the compulsory behavior that is 
imposed upon the victim to circum- 
vent them 

To say that childhood experiences 
have played an important part in 
such fixations means that such per 
sons show their abnormality in child- 
hood; it means that they revert to 
& childish form of dependence; the 
parent (mother) may play an im- 
portant part in the neurosis. But 
this man married, has children, is 
separated from his wife, has held 
responsible positions, has for long 
periods been free from such im- 
pediments. 

As they are but symptoms they 
may arise in connection with vari- 
ous forms of abnormality jand as 
they are but exaggerations of feel- 
ings which we all have in milder 
and controllable measure, they may 
when thus reduced be completely 
compatible with normality. But if 
one is unduly subject to them, it is 
an index of the direc.ion ‘of one's 
“nervous” weakness. Should disaster 
come, too great a stress to be borne, 
physical or mental, it is altogether 
likely that these symptoms would 
grow to troublesome dimensions and 
for a time incapacitate. Upon re- 
covery they would gradually disap- 
pear, 

So it is clear why no sharp line 
can be drawn between the normal 
and the abnormal! in terms of such 
symp.oms, But the great majority of 
persons, though they know the feel- 
ings of dread and insecurity and the 
relief on reaching safe ground or 
the reassuring presence of others, 
have really not since childhood ex- 
perienced psychic handicaps suffici- 
ently intense to know the awful 
agony of a dread that is abnormal. 
That is reserved for the truly “nerv- 


ous,” or, if you don’t object to the 
word and will shade it down to its 
lightest implications—the neurotic.

romance, quite, said Washington 


Irving, “one of the most captivating that cculd be explored.” In the history 
of literature his works form an !mportant link between Smollett and Field- 
ing. He also ranks among the first authors of repute to write adventure 
stor'es for boys creating, in fact, a school of this type of story. It is doubtful 
if his works will ever lose their hold on the public, at least he is always 
certain of a youthful audience.

OUT OF WORK 
EX-SOLDIERS 
TO HOLD HAND 


"See M King Willing to 


See Men But They De- 
cide Not to Act 


Unemployed ex-servicemen in Ed- 
monton will not seek an interview 
with Rt. Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King 
during his stay in Edmonton 

Announcement to this effect was 
made this morning by D. McVee, pre- 
sident. of the Unemployed Ex-Service- 
men's association. 

“We have abandoned the idea of 
seeking an interview at the present 
time,” said Mr. McVee, “but we do 
not want to give our reasons just yet. 
Premier King was quite willing to 
meet us, and interview was arranged 
by Hon. Charles Stewart and K. A. 
Blatchford, M.P., but We haye de- 
cided not to go ahead with it right 
now as we have other plans for tak- 
ing care of the situation.” 

235 Enrolled 

About 235 ex-servicemen are now 
enrolled with the association, and al- 
though it has not the official backing 
of the Canadian Legion, President 
McVee stated that officers and mem- 
bers of that organization are willing 
to give them every support available. 

“They are giving us the use of their 
hall for meetings, and it is cur inten- 
tion to have a meeting in the near 
future at which we will elect officers 
and an executive, with one or two 
honorary members among men in 
prominent positions who have signi- 
fied a desire to assist us and whom 
we think may help,” said President 
McVee in outlining the plans of the 
unemployed ex-soldiers. 

As yet the organization has no 
charter and the president feels that 
there would be a difficulty in getting 
recognition until the association is 
fully and properly organized and given 
regular authoritative standing. 

Many Necessitous 

Several cases of necessity are on 
the list, and the bulk of the men now 
on the rolls are men who worked on 
the city brushing camps during the 
winter. 

Following the organization of the 
association it is the intention of the 
officers to seek an interview with 
Mayor Douglas and City Commis- 
sioner Mitchell with a view to press- 
ing the claims of the ex-service men 
for any available civic employment. 

“Many of our men aye married, 
some with families running as high as 
four and five children, and we feel 
that as citizens and ex-servicemen 
they should be given a chance,” said 
President McVee.
